Several replies asked me more about the sources I had found on Lightning 
Dissipaters, and even though I gave enough information to find it again by 
Google., 

someone wondered which IEEE publication had the paper on the theory of 

how dissipation arrays work for taller structures and one of the two types 
of 

lightning strokes. 


The paper is: "The Applicability of Lightning Elimination Devices" and is 
on Page 
1120 of the IEEE Transactions on Power Delivery, Vol. 13, no. 4, Oct. 1998. 


This is a specialized publication for the power industry; and the author is 
with 

a utility, and his premise was to show that the devices by his theory, would 
work 

mainly for 300 m and taller towers, but might not work consistently below 
that elevation and for extended area substations, transmission lines, etc., 
Since they are not tall and slender like a tower. It is pretty obvious he 
comes 

from one camp other than the one of the first manufacturer of the 
dissipation 

arrays as they are known to the trade. One of the problems appears to be 
there are competing designs of these devices, and installation care and ade- 
quate downleads and earth footings probably are key to anything working 

in this variable electrical discharge business. 


The various experiences of persons on this list, seem in agreement with the 
points 


in the paper, that there are critical heights and geometry of structure for 
lightning appliances to work, as more than sacrificial electrodes, and the 
easiest path for a strike to take. 


Other sources available on the web seem to be pretty confident that 
protection 

can be afforded to properly grounded electronics aboard a boat, if you 
adequately ground the sail boat mast, and bond everything to an adequate 
copper plate on the bottom of the boat hull. However, the boat in fresh 
water 

must have a larger area ground plate. 


I am reminded of another old adage, that you are safe inside your car, 
because the 
steel body will surround you with an approximation of a Faraday Cage. 


However, I have seen a video of a modern car's AM/FM antenna being struck by 
a lightning bolt. The antenna was vaporized as was the lead in, and hot 
metal 

sprayed the car occupant when the radio was zapped. I think this was a 
storm chaser who was videotaping a_ severe thunderstorm and looking for 
tornadoes, so he got his own hit on tape. This was shown a year ago or 
more at the local Skywarn school, so it should be available on some storm 
chaser web site. 


The whole business makes me want to improve my own station surge pro- 
tection before our severe storm season in a couple months. And maybe 
move my disconnects further from the radios!

The Optimized QRP Transceiver was designed by Roy Lewellan, W7EL and is a 
first class rig. I would venture to say that I have more QSO's with it than 
anything I've ever owned, and I think I've built five of them. I would 
strongly recommend not replacing the diode ring mixer with an SA612. If you 
don't want to match diodes or mess with the cores, a Mini-Circuits mixer 
will work great. 


Also, I wonder if you'd be happier with a keyer chip that will allow you to 
shut off the side tone but still hear the programming tone, allowing you to 
keep the rig's sidetone circuit. 


Its two drawbacks are the DC receiver (if you call that a drawback) and the 
HI-Z audio output, which can easily be changed to LO-Z.

I am wondering whether some of the more eloquent of this assembly might be 
willing and able to expound on the factors determining when 'filar (bifilar, 
trifilar, multifilar, ?filar, &c.) windings should be used in wideband 
transformers. 


As a corollary to this request, and perhaps Chris Trask might best answer 
this, is such an arrangement of windings desirable or necessary in such 
cases as the transformers in his "augmented lossless feedback amplifier"? 
One can imagine that in this particular example, where the windings 
specified for one transformer are 4/4/8 turns that such could be 
accomplished using 4-filar winding wound 4 times around the core and with 
some of the windings in series. But I suspect that this is just a 
coincidence?

Multi-filar windings should be used in wideband transformers whenever 
and wherever it is practical. The number of wires should be limited to no 
more than three as more than that will cause the interwire capacitances to 
be unequal, which disturbs the coupling coefficient(s).

> ...is such an arrangement of windings desirable or necessary in 

> such cases as the transformers in his "augmented lossless feedback 
> amplifier"?

Yes and no. For the feedback transformer I used to use a quadrifilar 
Winding, until I realised that making the input winding separate from the 
output winding was more desireable from a physical standpoint as it allowed 
the input wires to be on one end of the binocular core and the output wires 
on the other end (see my Comunications Quarterly article for a drawing). I 
still use a 1:1:1 winding for the output, tying two of them together to make 
a 1:2 output winding which helps keep the coupling coefficient of the output 
winding high. It's a compromise between performance and practicality. 
Twisting all of the wires together will decrease the leakage inductance due 
to the exposed wires at the ends of the binocular core, but is a bit 
cumbersome from a layout standpoint. This will affect the high frequency 
cutoff of the amplifier. 


One can imagine that in this particular example, where the windings 
specified for one transformer are 4/4/8 turns that such could be 
accomplished using 4-filar winding wound 4 times around the core and 
with some of the windings in series. But I suspect that this is just 
a coincidence? 


VV VV VV WV 


Yes, it's a bit of a coincidence. A lossless feedback amplifier with a 
1:1:2 turns ratio on the feedback transformer is convenient from a 


construction standpoint and gives a good performing 6dB amplifier. For 
higher gains, the turns ratios get a bit wierd and the signal voltage at the 
transistor collector increases for a given input voltage, which decreases 
the OIP3 and P1dB performance.
